PUBLIC TESTIMONY 

According to the Cook County Board’s Rules of Organization and Procedure, public testimony will be permitted at 
regular and special meetings of the Board and at committee meetings of the Board. Authorization as a public speaker 
shall only be granted to those individuals who have submitted in writing, their name, address, subject matter, and 
organization (if any) to the Secretary 24 hours in advance of the meeting. Duly authorized public speakers shall be 
called upon to deliver testimony at a time specified in the meeting agenda. Public testimony must be germane to a 
specific item(s) on the meeting agenda, and the testimony must not exceed three minutes; the Secretary will keep 
track of the time and advise when the time for public testimony has expired. Persons authorized to provide public 
testimony shall not use vulgar, abusive, or otherwise inappropriate language when addressing the Board; failure to 
act appropriately; failure to speak to an item that is germane to the meeting, or failure to adhere to the time 
requirements may result in expulsion from the meeting and/or disqualify the person from providing future 
testimony.

AND OTHER PAYMENTS 


WHEREAS, the most reeent revenue report shows that the State of Illinois owes the County of Cook over $90 
million dollars in grants and other payments for serviees outside of the health care budget for the 2016 Budget; 
and 


WHEREAS, the State of Illinois owes the Cook County Health and Hospital System various funds. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Finance Committee should hold a hearing and accomplish 
the following: 
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(1) Have the Chief Finaneial Offieer prepare a report on all state grants and other State of Illinois revenues that 
impaet the 2016 Budget of Cook County. Sueh report will inelude the details of grant programs, the 
number of people served and the number of employees paid by sueh grants. 

(2) Have the Budget Direetor prepare a report on what aetions ean be taken to balanee the 2016 budget of Cook 
County if state support is withheld. 

(3) Have the Cook County Health and Hospital System prepare a report on all state related funds owed and 
what impaet nonpayment or late payment will have on the Cook County Health and Hospital System. 

(4) Develop a plan for keeping the 2016 Budget balaneed despite the failure of the State of Illinois making 
essential payments. 

The meeting shall take plaee on or before February 9, 2016.
